‘Washington, D. C., Jan. 9.—[Special. J— 
President Roosevelt has voluntarily backed 
down on a portion of the sentence of the sol- 
fiers of the Twenty-fifth infantry who were

_ gtationed at Fort Brown on the night of the 


shooting up of the town of Brownsville. 
With characteristic frankness and readit- 
ness to acknowledge an error, the president 
jas permitted himself to be convinced by 
great lawyers Kke Senator Knox, Secretary 
Tat, Secretary Root, and others, to say 
nothing of Senator Foraker, that that por- 
tion of his sentence of dismissal by which 
the soldiers were barred from civil empboy- 
ment in the United States was illegal and 
unconstitutional. The president therefore 
hes décided tO rescind this portion of his 
famous order, and the announcement may be 
made in a message to be sent to congress on 


| Monday forwarding the affidavits gathered 


at Browneville by Agsistant Attorney Gen- 
eral Purdy. 

President Rooseveltfs admission of his mis- 
take in the matter’ has cleared the etmos- 
phere wonderfully, because it relieves him 
of the galling imputation of having commit- 
ted an offense against the law end of having 
exceeded his authority. The men are out of 
the army and there is no disposition on the 
part of the president to take them back 
under present conditions. He does, however, 
open the door of civil employment to them, 
and it may be possible by congressional «c- 
liom or otherwise to take care of some of 
the older soldiers, who were so near the ege 
of retirement that their discharge amounted 
to a deprivation of their life insurance and 
provision for their old age. 


Frankly Admits Mistake. 


No public announcement of the president's 
sudden change of front ‘has yet been made, 


but he has discussed the matter with sev- 


eral senators and with the cabinet, and has 
announced that he is willing to listen to the 
advice of lawyers and to admit frankly that 
he had exceeded his constitutional powers. 
. President Roosevelt has beent..extremely 
worked up about the Brownsville incident, 


‘and every one who has talked with him bas 


become convinced of the ifitensity of his feel 
ings and the completeness of his conviction 
that he wes absolutely right im thé matter 


from beginning to end. He hee Deedes

' Being so firmly convinced of the integrity 
and legality of his own action, it is easy 
to see that.the president's final conversion 
to the point where he has been ready to 

admit that he dcted hastily in. one part of the 
sentence of dismissal is testimody to the 
honesty of his purpose, which is almost 
certain to appeal to the people from one end 
ef the country to the other and which will 
to a large extent put an end to the Browns- 


“ville controversy! itself. 


No Proof Against Negroes, 

After the shooting up of the town of 
Brownsville last August the regimental au- 
thorities made the usual investigation. Maj. 
Penrose invited the citizens to conduct an in- 
quiry of their own,. The mayor of the town 
took the statements of such of his fellow 
citizens as knew anything at all about the 
shooting. They all tended to show more or 
less that the shooting wes done sd the cal- 
ored soldiers. 

The testimony was vague and, of course, 
mot under oath: Subsequently a dozen or 
more soldiers were arrested on warrants 
eworn out by Capt. McDonald or some other 
local officer. The soldiers thus arrested were 

evidently selected haphazard, because /not 

the slightest shred of testimony against any 
individual was ever developed by anybody. 
All of these men were afterwards discharged 
by a Texas grand jury. 
- The investigatione by 
Lieut. Col. Lovering, and Brig. Gen. Garling- 
ton, all of the inspection department of the 
‘army, failed to locate the shooting or the re- 
sponsibility for it upon any one man. Later 
gm the president acted. It being impossible 
to punish those who were actually guilty, the 
president dismissed “ without honor,” sepa- 
fately, every soldier of the three companies 
stationed at Fort Brown who was there at 
that time or in that vicinity. This action wes 
taken in the interest of military discipline, on 
‘the theory that many of the mer who were 
“fanocent of the actual shooting must have 
_ known later om who were the guilty men and 
‘pee therefore, themselves guilty of shield- 

the criminals.

and then changed his mind. When he came 
to town to have the wound dressed he did 
not think that the murdere had been dis- 
covered. When arrested he said that he had 
killed his wife and stepson in self-defense, 
but would say nothing more. 


First Attempt to Lynch Fails. 

News of the murders and Cullen's arrest 
stirred his neighbors and residents of 
Charles City’to a‘frenzy. ‘This was increased 
when relatives of the murdered woman made 
it known that Cullen had on several occasions 
attempted to kill her and hed always treated 
her brutally. Cullen, who made a living as 
a carpenter, had a bad reputation among 
those who knéw him, 

Soon after hisarrest yesterday threats were 
made to lynch him and a mob was formed 
to attack the jail. An attempt was made 
late last night to force an entrance into the 
jail, but this failed. 

Today it was learned that Cullen was not 
seriously injured and relatives of the woman 
he murdered went about town inciting their 
friends to make another attack on the jail. 
Suddeniy at 11 o'clock tonight a mob began 
to form near the jail. In a few minutes the 
news spread over the town that another at- 
tempt was going to be made to lynch Cullen 
and hundreds of men rushed to the jail. 


Smash Down Jail Walls. 

Some of these brought up heavy railroad 
frons and im @n inetant these had been 
brought to play on the outer doors of the 
jail. These were easily demolMshed. Then 
the mob with hammers and picke broke a 
hole through the brick wall of the jail into the 
cell occupied by Cullen. 

The sheriff! was overpowered and made 4 
prisoner while men in the mob dragged Cul- 
len Outside. With his head bandeged and 
so weak with terror that he could hardly 
walk Cullen was dragged to the county: 
bridge over the Cedar river. 

Here mén. in the mob held back the crowd, 
which now included many women and chil- 
dren, while others solemnly conducted a 
prayer meeting with Cullen in the center of 
the group. 

After those who were about to kill him 
had prayed for a few minutes a rope was 
tied to the bride rail, a noose thrown around 


Cullen's neck, and he was shoved from the 
bridge. The mob dispersed quietly,

Avalanche of Tons of Liquid 
Metal Released: by Explosion. 


BODIES BURN IN INSTANT. 


Frightful Disaster in Jones & Laugh- 
lin Plant in Pittsbarg. 


‘Pittsburg, Pa., Jan. 9.—[Special.)]—After an 
explosion of gas which flooded the furnace 
rooms of the Jones & Laughlin steel plant 
with tons of molten metal, twenty-four men 
disappeared, All but thrée were cremated, 
almost in am instant: They were buried 
under #ix.feet of white-hot liquid steel. 

There were thirty-five men at work about 
the furnace at 7 o'clock this evening when 
the exploston occurred. ‘Three bodies were 
recovered, horribly: mutilated. Seven men 
were rescued alive and are in the NORENTE 
all, itis beleved, fatally injured. 

One man alone of the thirty-five, George 
Knox, escaped injury. The others not ac- 
counted for were consumed by the awful heat 
of the awful flery flood. 

One Out of the Inferno. 
Knox tells a graphic story of the disaster 


| from which he alone escaped unharmed. 


He sys: 
“It was awful. The furnace is one of the 
improved style and thirty-five of us were 


| working about never thinking of an explo- 


sion. 

“ Suddenly there was a terrific: roar and 
immediatéy I started to run. Molten metal 
was thrown every place. Streams of it were 


j running in all directions and I was con- 


fronted with an awful death unless I could 
run faster than the metal could travel. 
Thank God, I reached a place of safety and 
not a minute too soon. 

re “*T. don’t know what happened to the ‘ieee 
men. 
the explosion. If they did not rum quick 
and fast all are buried under six foot ‘of 
molten metal.” 


Men Running; in Flames. 

Charles Bennett; a yard brakeman, who 
was passing near the furnace on a freight 
train when the explosion occurred, gave aa- 
ditional details of the disaster. _— 

“ Our train was right near the furnace,’ 
he said. 
furnace over the ground I saw the men 
‘running for a place of safety. To the right 
of the furnace I saw a party of ten men, all 
of them running wildly and their clothes a 
mass of flames. Apparently some of them 
had been injured when the explosion oc- 
curred, as they could hardly run, and several 
of them tripped and fell. The hot metal ran 
Liver the poor men in a moment. 

. Just at this time a. second. explosion oc- 
curtep, and I looked rac 


-furnade.for the ten.men, but Fecould net see 
any of them, and I believe all of them were 
burned to death. | 

‘‘My train was in the path of the metal, 
and I was compelled to uncouple the train 
and signal the engineer to pull ahead.” 


Even Police Kept Out. 

The officials at the mill refueed to allow 
any one to enter the yard where the furnace 
is located. All information is refused to 
newspaper men, 
later they may issue a statement. 

A heavy guard of foreign workmen has 
been placed at the yard entrance, and even 
the police are powerless to get past the for- 
eigners. 

The scenes about the entrance to the mill 
were pathetic when the families of the vic- 
tims learned of the disaster. Women, men, 
and children gathered before the gate and 
made frantic efforts to gain admittance. Sev- 
eral of the frenzied women rushed upon 
the officers and fought them, crying to be al- 
lowed to enter the mill and ‘see their loved 
ones. Young children ran up and down the 
streets crying that their father was dead. 
Later it became necessary to call additional 
police to forcibly escort the women and chil- 
dren to their homes, 

Several minor disasters followed the ex- 
plosion. Chief Peter Snyder of the Fourth 
fire district was seriously injured while di- 
recting the efforts to extinguish the fire which 
followed. Snyder was stationed on a trestle 
thirty feet high, when he siipped and fell to 
the ground, injuring himself internally. 

While responding to the alarm a hose car- 
riage wae struck by a street car, sertously 
injuring two of the firemen and killing a 
horse. The windows of the street car were 
shattered and a panic followed among the 
passengers. Two women were injured by 
being trampled. 


TWO AMERICANS DIE IN RUSSIA. 


Visit Hospital to See Patients and Are 
Wrapped in Sheets Used for 
Smallpox Patients. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Jan, 9.—I'wo Ameri- 
cans, Mrs. A. L. Lawson of Montana and Al- 
pert A. J. Clement of Washington, D. C., 
have died here under lamentable circum- 
stances. Mrs. Lawson's husband and Mr. 
Clement's wife were taken sick with measies 
in St. Petersburg and removed to the gov- 
ernment hospital for contagious diseases. 
Mrs. Lawson went to the hospital to ‘visit 
her husband and Mr. Clement went there 
to see his wife. While im the building the 
visitors had to wrap themselves up in hos 
pital sheets. 

These sheets had been used for smalipox 
patients and had not been disinfected, and as 
a result both contracted smallpox. Mr. 
Clement died a few days ago and Mre. Law- 
son yesterday. Both Mr. Lawson and Mr. 
Clement came here in the pursuit of their 
profession of mining engineers.

‘@irect primary could be had. : 

Chairman Reddick of the republican coun- 
ty central committee forsees tremendous 
complications in the approaching primaries 
unless immediate legislation is enacted.

How Law Might Be Changed. 
Attorney W. W. Wheelock of the election 


board made a statement showing how. the 
law might be changed by the legisiature. 


i Mr. Wheelock said: 


* The primary law can be amended tn three 
ways to bring city officers, who will be 
elected in April, under the primary law of 
1906. (1) The. city convention delegates cah 
be elected under the law just as they are now 
for the election of Municipal court judges. 
(2) The candidates may be voted for directly 
by the people, said vote not being binding 
upon the delegates, but simply for the pur- 
pose of getting the sentiment of the voters. 
(8) The candidates may be nominated by a 
direct vote, such vote being made binding 
upon the delegates.”’ 

‘‘T am’ opposed to the governor's sugges- 
tion,’’ sald Secretary Tansey, chief of the 
Harrison boomers. ‘‘ He proposes to epply a 
farcical law to the mayoralty noménations, 
We want either a.direct primary’ that ie 
binding on the delegates or else want the law 
left alone. Let us have the real thing or 
nothing.”’ 

“ The governor's suggestion seems a good 
one to me,” said Alexander H. Revell. 
“Some modifications may be necessary to 
make the law practicable in Chicago, and 
those, of course, can be made .We ought to 
bave a direct primery for the mayoralty and 
other city offices and let the people say who 
they want named.” 


Fisher Wants Charter Law. 

Walter L. Fisher, another mayoralty pos- 
sibility, said: 

‘My position on a municipal primary law 
is that an act should be secured through the 
new charter which will meet the peculiar re- 
quirements of the Chicago nominations, I 
believe in nominating directly, but not by so 


' small a percentage that the question remains 


open whether the candidate is actually the 
choice of a respectably large percentage of 
his party voters: . It may be that in time we 
will reach a stage where it will be feasible to 
nominate upon the absolute plurality plan, 
but to start the reform I should say that 35 
per cent would be small enough: Failing to 
get that vote a candidate should be willing 
to leave his chances to delegates. I do ‘not 
believe in independents voting at party pri- 
maries, or democrats at republican primaries, 
or republicans at democratic primaries, but I 
believe in giving the independents just as 
good an opportunity of success at an election 
as party men.”’

The special session of the committee which 
had been called. for the. purpose of consider- 
ing the advisability of reorganising and en- 
larging the board of district superintendents 
was lively from the beginning. 

As soon as the committee convened Dr. 
John Guerin moved that the board be in- 
creased to ten members. At present there 
are only three district superintendents, al- 
though the rules provide for five, there being 
two vacancies caused by the death of Albert 
G. Lane and the resignation of Alfred Kirk. 

Dr. De Bey urged that one of the district 
superintendents should be! known es a super- 
visor of kindergartens, and. another should 
be made supervisor of high schools. She 
urged that Miss Bertha: Payne, head of the 
kindergarten . department -at the norma! 
school, should be given the.former place. 
This suggestion brought forth a discuesion 
of the duties and functions of the district 
superintendents, which consumed more than 
an hour. 

During the discussion ‘Dr.: De Bey and 
Trustee Post said that under the Cooley ré- 
gime the district superintendents have not 
been allowed enough lberty and initiative, 
and have failed to “imprees the stamp of 
their personality *’ upon their districts. 

Dr. De Bey urged that educators like W. W. 
Speer, who was ousted as district superin- 
tendent by Supt. Cooley, six years ago, should 
be selected. She said that Mr. Speer im- 
pressed hie personality on his district to 
such an extert that-all the children tn his 
district should be distinguished because of 
their eptitude for mathematics, which they 
had learned by the “ Spéer method.”’ 


Defends the Cooley Plan. 


Miss Elta C. Sullivah, district superintend- 

ent,. them was called or to speak and ex- 
plaim the duties of a district superintendent 
under Supt. Cooley. 
' Misa Sullivam dwelt at length on the free- 
dom the district superimtendents have -en- 
joyed under the Cooley administration.

DR. C. 5. LEARNED IS FOUND DEAD 


Physician, Who Was to 
Have Married Miss IiAnda Roden-~ 
baeck Within Short Time and Who 
Already Had Plianned Home for His 
Bride, Expires of Gaseous Poison 
Generated by Coal Fire in Open 
Grate of Bedroom. 


Dr..Clare 8S. Learned, a young west side 
physician, who was soon to have been mar- 
ried, was found dead yesterday morning in his 
apartments at.627 Grand avenue un@er cir- 
cumetances that pointed-to acaldental pofson- 
ing ftom coal gas from an open grate tn the 
room. ; 


Dr. Learned was graduated from the Illl- | 
ois College of Physicians and, Surgeons in 


1906 and began practicing in Chicago. Last 
June he located on Grand avenue, renting for 
office and living purposes several rooms of the 
flat occupied by Nels Johnson at 627 Grand 
avenue. 

With the satisfactory growth of a practice 
Dr. Learned announced to his friends that he 
and Mis# Linda Rodenbaeck, who lives in the 
Young Women’s Christian association branch 
home at 57 South Center avenue, were soon to 
be married. 


Shows Fiancee Future Home. 

Last Sunday Dr. Learned and his fiancée 
‘together: inapected the flat in which the 
physician lived, and which Johneon had 
agreed to vacate within a short time, with a 
view to deciding how they would furnish 
the apartments which were soon to be their 
home. Jobmseon showed them through the 
rooms and said thet both were in the high- 
est spirits, 

Yesterday morning, contrary to his usual 
custom, Dr. Learned was absent from the 
breakfast table and when he still did not 
appear at 10 o'clock Mrs. Johnson sent her 
husband to call him. Johnson rapped on the 
doctor’s door and receiving no responge 
pushed it open. 


‘Found Dead at Bedside. 

He found Learned kneeling beside the bed 
with his head pillowed upon his arma, dead. 
‘Coroner's Physician Lewke was notified and 
the body was removed to the undertaking 
rooms at 621 Grand avenue. Dr. Lewke 
decided that death was due to accidental! coal 
gas poisoning from an open grate fire, and 
this formed the basis of the verdict of the 
coroner’s jury later in the day. 

Miss Rodenbaeck was notified that a seri- 
ous accident had happened to Dr. Learned 
and hurried to the place. When told of her 
fiancé’s. death she fainted, and later: was 
taken to her home in a hysterical condi- 
tion. 

Relatives of Dr. Learned living in South 
Chicago and in Wisconsin have been noti- 
fied of his death. 


WIFE, ON WAY TO HOSPITAL, 
ACCUSES HUSBAND AND WOMAN 


Mrs. William Fant of Grosse Point, Said 
to Have Been [1] Treated, Blames

Mrs. William Fant, 65 years old, who for 
eight years, according to neighbors’ state- 
ments, has practically lived ina “ pig pen ”’ in 
the rear of her home at Grosse Point, wae 
taken to the Evanston hospital last night, 
suffering from what is said. by some to be 
the effects of poison, though the poison 
feature is denied by physicians. 

To the police Mrs. Fant.is said to have de- 
clared that she preferred to live in the old 
shed rather than enter the house, because 
her place in her husband’s affection had 
been taken by the housekeeper, Miss Hellen 
Olson, 40 years old. She is also alleged to 
have told neighbors that her illness was due 
to the treatment received from her husband 
and the woman. 

Tuesday night persons living nearby heard 
of Mrs: Fant's condition and summoned Dr. 
B. Stolt of .Wilmette. The physician left a 
nurse with the patient, but the husband is 
said to have driven the attendant away. 
Dr. Stolt admitted that Mrs. Fant was criti- 
cally ill, but beyond the statement that she 
was not suffering from poison he would not 
assign any cause for her condition.

MAJORITY OF THE CLASS DRO 
FOR “ROUGH HOUSE.” 


Dean Monin, Psychology Teacher, 
Makes the Charges, ‘but Is Forgiv- 
ing—Council Decides, However, 
That a Lesson Must Be Taught— 
Dr. Gunsaulas Makes Announce- 
ment—Likely ‘Soon to se meee 
te Return. ;

Seventy members of the senior @lass at Ar-: 
mour institute—almost the entire member- 
ship of the body—were suspended yesterday 
noon by President Frank W.iGunsaulus. The. 
students are. barred from the institution for: 


‘an indefinite but prodably stort’ period eay- 
ing it for the time being practicdlly with- 


out a graduating class. 

Dr. Guneaulus’ announcement, “which was 
made at the regular assembly exercises, 
came unexpectedly. Punishment of some 
kind was expected to fellow a prank played 


‘upon one of the instructors the day before, 


but the wholesale suspension was a surprise 
and threw the school into a turmoil: 


Prank in Psychology Class. 

The misdemeanor which caused the action 
occurred Tuesday afternoon at 1- o'clock. 
Louis C. Monin, dean of the department 
of technology, was scheduled to give the 
seniors the first of a course of lectures in 
psychology, and the majority of the class 
had agssembied in the physics lecture room, in 
the main building. 

Dean Monin, upon his arrival, found the door 
ef the room locked, and heard an>wuproar 
en the inside. After waiting a few moments 
for the door to be opened he unlocked it with 
his own key, only to find it barricaded with 
a heavy blackboard and a pile;of chairs. 
Inside a well developed *‘ rough house ’”’ was 
on. 

When he could make himself heard ‘Dean J 
Monin gained admission and -was greeted 
with a volley of cheers. ' He dismissed the 
jlass on the spot, and told them there would 
be no more peychology this term. * 


Declares for Discipline. 

When Dr. Gunsaulus heard of the affair 
he declared that the culprite must be dis- 
ciplined. A meeting of the executive coun- 
cil, composed of the president, Dean Monin... 
Dean H.' M. Raymond, and Controller 
Frederick U. Smith, was called, and it was 
determined that the men should be sus- 
pended. Dchm Monin’s wrath had cooled in 
the interval, and he not only voted against 
this action but urged his colleagues to do so. 

A curious feature of the suspension ifs that 
up to last night no one knew exactly, who 
had been suspended. The faculty’s edict 
was against “those who were in the room 
at the time of the disturbance.” A dozen 
of the seniors had been locked out with Dean 
Monin and several more had not returned 
from their vacations in time for the open- 
ing lecture. 

Dr. Gunsaulus at Ease. 

Dr. Gunsaulus said that he does not expect 
the trouble to prove serious, 

‘‘Tt was a matter of discipline,’’ he said. 
‘*‘There can’t be two in authority here, you 
know. But the suspension is not for a long 
term. The men will be taken back as soon as 
they show an inclination'to right the wrong. 
What we will do depends upon what they do,’’ 

Dean Monin’s indignation had disappeared, 
and there was an unofficial twinkle in his eye. 

‘* Nothing at all,” he said. ‘' Really, noth- 
ing atall. You know how boysare. Most of 
them have apologized to me personally. al- 
ready. We are on the best of terms per- 
sonally.” 

The seniors, however, were indignant at 
what they termed “ another Brownsville‘af- 


fair.’’

| Domestic. Who Played .Detective 


to Aid Wife Tells of Going 
Out with Prisoner. 


Acts of extreme cruelty to his wife durine. 
her last iliness were shown by the prosecu- 
‘tion yesterday to have been committed bv 
| Knute O. Knudson, the West Pullman con- 

tractor, on trial. in Judge Kavanagh's court 
for the murder of his wife. The trial was 
continued during the evening. 

It was shown in the testimony of Dr. Frank 
A. Maguy, who attended Mrs. Knudson, that 
she displayed symptoms similar to those re- 


+ sulting from arsenical poisoning. Dr. Maguy 


said he treated Mrs. Knudson, and at the 
time of death he believed she died of stomach 
‘trouble; although he exp great surprise 
to Knudson at the sudden death of his wife. 

Sao Physician testified that Knudson re- 
plied: 

**O, that’s all right; lots of people die, and 
you can't save them all.’’ 


_ Anxious About Insurance. 

That was only a few minutes after the 
woman's death. Immediately after that, ac- 
cording’ to the ‘physician, Knudson ted Dr. 
Maguy into the parlor and informed him that 
his wife was insured and asked the doctor if 
-he should notify the insurance company 

**I told him there was lots of time to do 
that.”” said the witness. 

When asked if he: had held an autopey on 
the body of Mrs. Knudson, the physician 
answered that he did not because he thought 
it was not necessary... 

“* But later when | learned that Mrs. Knud- 
son’s relatives hed become suspicious, I 
wished that I had held an autopsy,” he said. 

The most damaging testimony against 
Knudgpon was given by Miss Helen Hassel- 
feldt, who had acted as a volunteer detec- 
‘tive for Mrs. Knudson, while staying at-the 
Knudson home for three weeks. Mise Has-

Refused to Call Doctor. 

She dfd this at the request of Mrs. Knudson, 
who, the witness said, suspected her husband 
of slowly poisoning her to death.

‘Mrs. Knudson was sick all the time I was 
there,” sald Mrs, Hesselfeldt. ‘‘She had 
chills and vomited all the time.

‘Did Mrs. Knudson say anything to her 
husband?” asked Assistant State’s Attorney 
Barbour. 

‘ Yes, she told him she was ill 'and begged 
him to call a doctor. 

“Knudson answered that he could call no 
doctor but God... Mrs. Knudson then said to 
me that she knew that she was slowly being 
poisoned to death. Once I was taken sick 
after I had Grunk some coffee prepared by 
Knudson, 

“T had chills, a severe pain in the stomach, 
and I had t® vomit: When_I told Knudson 
about it he said we were enly pretending that 
We were sick.’) « ~ 

** Cam you tell of any other conversations. 
Knudson had with his. wife while she was

dead yet? I' want you to die.’ Afterward he 
said, ‘ If youwdon’t die, I'll kill you.’

Hoped; Wife Would Die. ._ 
‘$$ Om another decasion: Mrs. Knudson asked 
her husband to stay home'in the evening, 
the Witness said, but’ Knudson pushed her 
dowh ‘ahd went out: “Miss Hesseifeidt then 
assisted Mrs. Knudson to a couch; where she 
lay down. 

“Did you ever give Mrs. Knudson any 
medicine?" asked Mr. Barbour. ~

It Knudson, 10kee. at the bottle and said, ‘I 
‘hope you ‘ll not be Mrs. Knudson after you 
have.taken this.”

In reply Knudson told her she ought to be 
ashamed of herself to create trouble for him, 
but he failed to tell her the cause of the death 
of his. wife, a thing the young woman: insisted 
on knowing. Miss Hesselfeldt then was in 
Providence, R. IL., where she went subse- 
quently to Mrs. Knudson’s death. 


Says Poison Disappeared: 


Additional testimony tending to show that 
Knudson poisoned his wife was given at the 
firet evening session of court held during the’ 
trial of Knudson. Charles Weiser, 12245 Wal- 
lace street, said he was at the home of Knud- 
s0n On. the Friday evening before Mrs. Knud- 
son died. 

Weiser said he then found a box of “ rough 

on rats’’ on top of a medicine case in the 
bathroom. He said there was a layer of dust 
on top of the case, but no dust was visible on 
the box containing the:rat poison.

ONE DAY’S WORK KILLS HIM. 


College Graduate, Anxious to Become 
Civil Engineer, Begins in New York 
Tunnel—Gets Caisson Disease. 


New York, Jan. 9.—[(Special.]—Channing 
Bullard, six feet in height, robust, and well 
educated, wanted to be a civil engineer and 
learn to build tunnels like some of those being 
constructed in New York. He was told it was 
best to begin at the bottom, and he gaid that 
didn’t scare him. 

So on Monday morning he went to work 
as a hydraulic fitter in the Pennsylvania tun- 
nel under the East river. On Monday night 
he was in New York hospital dead of “ caig- 
son disease,’’ or ‘‘ the bends,’ as the tunnel 
workers call the dreaded malady that attacks 
compressed air workers. 

Bullard was the son of Willard A. Bullard, 
president of the Harvard Trust company of 
Cambridge, Mass. He was 25 years old and

Mrs. Reader Goes Bail. 

Mrs. Reatler appeared before United States 
Commissioner Shields with hen husband on 
He pleaded pot 
guilty and was held for. trial in $1,500 bail. 
Mrs. Reader went on his bond, offering her 
house at 266 West Ninety-third etreet, whieh 
is valued at $29,000 and is mortgaged for 
$21,000. She denounced the arrest’ as an out- 
rage and said she had been “ sold out by the 
lawyers.”’ 

The indictment acctises Reader of perjury 
in swearing in his own behalf in the trial of 
the suit against Haggin to the truth of six- 
teen statements which he knew to be false. 

Reader's claim for the $250,000 in commis- 
sions he based on his services as a broker in 
offering to Haggin options heand a Peruvian 
friend, Juan Garland, had secured on the 
Cerro de Pasco growp of copper mines in 
Peru. These Haggin bought in the fall of 
1901, paying $2,500,000. Garland got 6 per 


* cent commission on this amount from the 


venders of the property, which commission, 
Haggin asserted, Garland had divided with 
Reader on an agreement to split all commis- 
sions. Reader nevertheless brought suit 
against Haggin for 10 per cent comniission, 
alleging an oral contract and assertion that 
Garland was not his partner in the deal. 

The suit was brought to trial in the United 
States Cireuit court before Judge Platt on 
Dec. 17 last. Judge Platt, on the defendant’s 
motion, ordered the jury to bring ina verdict 
for the defendant. 


What He Swore To. 

Another document made in July, 1908, pro- 
vided for the settlement of all matters be- 
tween the t'wo men on this basis, and Reader 
acknowledged the receipt from Garland of 
$25,000 as his share of the commissions Gar- 
land had received for the sale of the Peru- 
vian mines to the Cerro de Pasco Mining 
company, Haggin’s concern. It was this tes- 
timony, which, it was understood, led to the 
dismizsal of the suit by Judge Platt and later 
to the indictment of Reader. 

Reader's testimony was to the effect that 
he had made oral agreement with Haggin in 
March, 1901, whereby he was to get 10 per 
cent commission if Haggin bought the mines. 
The only witness to this, one Van Slooten, 
was dead. Reader said that his arrangement 
with Garland wae that the Peruvian got the 
options for him at Reader's expense, and for 
his remuneration got the 5 per cent com- 
mission on the selling price from the vendors 
of the mine, Reader to have all of the 10 per 
cent from Haggin. 

Francis L. Wellman cross examined Read- 
er. From the stenographic minutes of the 
trial it appeared that Reader admitted he 
knew he could not collect commissions from 
both sides in the transaction. He was sur- 
prised at being corfronted, after his test!- 
mony that had beer finished, with an agree- 
ment made on Aug. 29, 1900, with Garland, in 
which they agreed 20 divide equally all com- 
missions either should earn.

Governor Kats Reform Slo- | 
gan at Opening of 45th 
General Assembly. 


BANK AND RISK CURBS. 


Rigid Supervision of Private In- 
stitutions and Broader Pri- 
mary Law Urged. 


Springfield, I, Jan. 9.—Gov. Charles 8. 
Deneen’s biennial message to the legisla- 
ture, presented today, covere @ great vari- 
ety of subject matter and makes a large num- 
ber of recon dations bearing on impor- 
tant legislation. 

The message opens with a review of the 
state's financial condition, saying: 

“The state's finances never have been in 
such a prosperous condition ae they are at 
the present times Jan. 1, 1007, the state treas- 
urer had on hand a cash balance of $4,434, - 
179.62 in the general revermre fund. After 
deducting outstanding warrants drawn on 
the state treasurer amounting to $91,420.42, 
the net cash balance of the general revenue 
fund in the state treasury on the first day 
of this year was $4,342,700.20, or $2,284, 750.77 
more than it wea two years ago, 

“he net cash balances in the state treas- 
vary at the beginning of each legislative 
year, Jan. 1, @uring the last ten years, were: 
1897, $175,487.03; 1800, $1,786,006.27; 1901, 
$1,820,272.53; 1908, 2,812,316.49; 1906, $2,067,- 
909.48, 


State’s Treasury in Good Shape. 

“An estimate of the cash resoruces of thé 
state shows that there will be $6,296,067.25 
in the state treasury on July 1, 1007, to pay 
the firwet year’s appropriations of the present 


general assembly. 
“On July I, 1905, the net balance in the gen- 


eral revenue fund, after deducting liabilities, 


ax $3,040,652.33; the estimated balance July 
1907, shows an increage over this amount 
of $3, 254,404.92. 

“This increase ts accounted for by the 
vetoing by me of several appropriations made 
by the last general assembly, an increase 
in the assessed valuation of property, the 
payment off balances of Tees into the state 
treasury by several of the departments of 
state, and an increase in the receipte from 
the inheritance tax, the IlMnois Central rail- 
road company, and other sources. 

** Aocording to the Last report of the state 
treasurer, dated Oct. 1, 1906, the receipts for 
the two years ended Sept. 30, 1906, compared 
with the receipts of the preceding two years, 
show a total increage of $8,380.314.85. 

The governor says that the tax rate for 
1908 was reduced from 55 cente to 60 cents 
on account of the increase tn the receipte of 
the state treasury. The rate for 1906 also 
was fixed at 50 cents, a rate that could have 
been lowered materaily had it not been for 
the extraordinary outlay of money required 
by extensive improvement of the state inst!- 
tutions. It is believed, however, that these 
improvements can be made without any in- 
creases In the tax rate. 

In addition to the net balance in the state 
treasury the various state institutions, uni- 
versitiesa, and departments show balances on 
Jan. 1, 1907, amounting to $808,506.00, which 
makes & grand total of state funds of §5,- 
146,256.29. 


Conditions in Insane Asylums. 

The message then discusses conditions in 
the-state charitable institutions, particulerly 
the insane group, and. in connection with 
them, the civil service law, saying: 

“Under the new civil service. law a per- 
ceptible improvement in the class of em- 
ployés fie noticeable already. 

* The civil service law passed by the Forty- 
fcurth general assembly became effective 
Nov. 1, 1005. It applies to 2,128 positions 
in the seventeen state charitable institutions 
of the state. Since the law went into effect 
the civil service commission has examined 
1,625 persons and made 1,468 appointments. 
To Dec. 21, 1906, the commission had re- 
ceived 3.171 applications and had conducted 
5839 examinations in thirty-elx different cittes. 
The expenses of the commission from its ap- 
pointment, Aug. 3, 1905, to Dec. 21, 1906, were 
$13,038.12. 

“The two principal political parties in 
their platforms declared in favor of an ex- 
tension of civil service, and in view of the 
improvement of the public service in the state 
charitable institutions, I recommend such 
extension, and to that end I commend to 
your careful consHeration the recommenda- 
tions of the state civil service commission.”’ 

The governor goes at length into the con- 
ditions prevailing at the state institutions 
as regards medical attendance. work for the 
chromic insane, the segregation of consump- 
tives, etc. The message calls attention tothe 
fact that every state insane hospital is now 
crowded beyond Its normal capacity and 
says there are 2.400 persong in state dnd 
county institutions not recelving proper care. 
Larger state resources are required. An 
extra appropriation of $730,000 is asked for 
the imyprovement and partial rebuilding of 
“several of these state institutions. Along 
this same line, $865,000 is asked for an insti- 
tution for the care of epileptics. 


Insanity a State Problem. 

For a canitarium for consumptives $150,000 
is asked; $150,000 for the erection of cottages 
and a hospital building for the care of sol- 
diers and their wives at the Soldiers and 
Sailors. home at Quincey. 

In connection with this subject the gov- 
ernor says: 

“As the number of insane in Illinols is in- 
creasing at the rate of 817 per annum, it is 
necessary to face the problem of how to make 
room for and to give the best care to this 
growing class of unfortunatee. Thisitem in- 
cludes steps for the prevention of insanity, 
for the cure of acute hopeful cases, and for 
complete state care. 

‘* The problem of epilepsy also demands at- 
tention. It is estimated that there are 10,000 
epileptics living in private life in Illinois to- 
day. In the various state charitable inetitu- 
tions there are 1,015 epileptics, and in 71 out 
of 100 almshouses there are 88 epileptics, or 
1,108 patiente of this classin state and county 
institutions today. Some of them are insane. 
Some are ingane only at the time of their 
seizures. Proper state care of this unfortu- 
nate class calls for segregation in a separate 
institution.” 


Urges Reform at Joliet Prison. 


The message then takes up conditions in 
the penal institutions of the state, calling 
attention first to the cellhause for men at 
JoHet, where 1,200 men are confined in 900 
cells. The governor points out that condi- 
tions obtaining there are favorable to the 
spread of tuberculosis and recommends thas 
the conditions be remedied. 

The general assembly is urged to provide 
for the enlargement of the manual training 
school at the state reformatory at Pontiac; 
the sum appropriated two years ago ($10,000) 
having proven totally inadequate to meet the 
requirements. An appropriation for a gym- 
nasium and natatorfum at the reformatory, 
is also urged. ‘‘ Perhaps 80 per cent of the 
boye who come to the inetitution,” says the 
governor, “‘ are in a critical condition so far 
as physical health is concerned.”’ 

Increased appropriations are asked for the 
training school for girls and the St. ——, 
school for boys. 

Attention is called to the greatly esracia 
value of the products issued from the various 
state institutions. Few goods now demanded 
by the consuming inetitutions of the state 
are purchased on the open market, as they 
are supplied from the _— institutions. The 
value of the products last year was $858,197, 
as against $180,454 the year before. 


Insurance Reforms Asked. P 
The question of insurance is discussed at 
length in the message, the following being

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surance $69,177,725.60. The fact that now it 
ie possible for an individual to protect 
those dependent on his labore and aleo to 
guerd nearly every business enterprise with 
the protection which insurance affords 
showe how intimately it is conmected with 
the domestic and economic life of otr cftt- 
zens. Therefore legislation relating to this 
subject should be judiciously, wisely, and 
conscientiously coneldered. 

“A careful examination. of the present 
statutes and the events occurring during the 
last two years show the necessity of addi- 
tional legislation on thie subject. 

‘The insurance superintendent should be 
made by statute the attorney for service in 
this state for all insurance companies au- 
thorized to do businees here while any lia- 
bility remains outetanding against the com- 
pany in thie state. He is now by statute 
designated as such attorney for several 
classes of companies and should be for all. 
Such appointment would designate a known 
official of the state upon whom service of 
process could be obtained, and provide 

inst any difficulty or uncertainty in case 
of death or removal of the attorney after 
a company had withdrawn from the state. 


Changes in Fire Risk Laws. 

**In the law governing fire insurance com- 
panies and regulating the transaction of this 
class of business some changes or amend- 
ments and the enactment of some new regu- 
lating provisions are deemed desirable and 
important. 

“A provision should be enacted prohibiting 
one fire insurance company from owning the 
stock of another similar company. The law 
should not permit the capital and securities 
which it requires a company to hold for the 
protection and security of its own policy 
holders to be risked in the ventures of an- 
other company doing the same kind of busi- 
ness. 

“ The enactment of a law providing for 
the appoimtment of a state fire marshal 
should receive your careful and favorable 
consideration. It is well known that a large 
part of the annual fire waste is attributable 
to carelessness or other preventable causes 
and to ftheendiarism. Such a law would 
undoubtedly have the effect of redueing the 
annual fire waste due to incendiarism or pre- 
ventable causes, save annually a large 
amount of the material wealth and tax pay- 
ing property of the state and benefit the in- 
sured by effecting a reduction in the cost of 
hie insurance. 


Problem of Life Insurance. | 

“The subject of life insurance has com- 
manded more attention and discussion in 
the last two yearsthan any other. The mag- 
nitude of the amounts involved and the num- 
ber of persons directly interested make this 
one of the most important subjects to be 
considered at this time. 

“ Investigations of companies and their 
methods were taken up, first by the Arm- 
strong committee in New York and followed 
by other committees, composed of governors, 
attorneys general, and insurance commis 
sioners of various states. 

“ Certain existing iaws should be amended 
and other laws enacted in order to protect 
holders in these various companies who are 
citizens of this state. 

“ The funds of these companies should be 
as perfectly conserved as can be done by 
human agency, because they are, in a large 
measure, the only protection of the widow 
and the orphan,”’ 

The governor makes many recommendéa- 
tions generally along the lines of the present 
laws of Massachusetts. They include the 
yearly apportionment of accrued dividends, a 
statement of such surplus to be furnished the 
policy holders each year, making dlecrim- 
ination by Hfe insurance companies a mis- 
demeanor, and thorough examination of the 
affairs of every company at least once every 
five years. 


Stricter Banking Laws Urged. 


The message then discusses the question 
of banking and the supervision by the state, 
as follows: 

“There has been of late a general demand 
for the more extended supervision of the 
banking business by the state. This has 
arisen from a recognition of the fact that be- 
cause of the peculiarly intimate relation of 
that. business to all other forms of industry, 
its proper conduct is a matter of the greatest 
public consequence and concern. Because 
of this intimacy of relation, the law regards 
the business of banking as impressed with 
@ public uge and therefore subject to the con- 
trol of the state. 

*“ According to the abstract of reports of 
the condition of national banks compiled in 
the office of the controller of the currency of 
the United States, the national banks in IIli- 
nois had on Nov. 12, 1906, the sum of $476,- 
984,941.33, including undivided deposits and 
amounts due other banks. The report of the 
state auditor showing the condition of the 
Illinois state banks Nov. 12, 1906, shows that 
the state banks in Illinois had $458,335,534.99, 
including undivided deposits and accounts. 
This makes a total of $935,320,476.82 in the 
hands of the bankers of the state for safe 
keeping. 

** With scarcely an exception the bank fail- 
ures in the state have been caused by depar- 
ture from sound banking principles by those 
who have invested the funds tn their care in, 
or loaned them to unsound or speculative en- 
terprises. 

Rigid Inspection by State. 


“ The banking institutions of our state, as 
a whole, are conservatively managed, and 
this great business in which the public has so 
deep an interest should not be subject at all 
times to injury by those who violate the safe 
rules of the banking business or who com- 
mit crimes. The state should make a most 
rigid inspection of the institutions en gaged 
in this business, not with a view of interfer- 
ing with or impairing the conduct of sound 
business institutions, but to prevent the un- 
sound-.conduct of bueiness, All those who in- 
vite the public confidence as custodians of 
funds should be rigidly inspected by the 
state. This applies as weil to the private 
banks ae to the state banks. 

“I have been informed that the Bankers’ 
association will recommend some changes in 
the banking law with a view to bringing 
‘about @ more rigid inspection of the banking 
business. I suggest that a careful examina- 
tion of the remedies proposed be made to the 
end that every sensible rule which can be 
suggested, and which will tend to make de- 
posits more secure, be enacted into law.

“In addition to the suggestions which are Judge Ball. 


made by the Bankers’ association, I recom- 
mend that the law be changed so that the 
federal and state examinations be maée uni- 
form in pofnt of time. As it is, the federal 
examination on any given day shows the 
conditiom of the bamk at the close of bust- 
ness, while the state examination shows the 
condition of the bank at the of 
businees. The examinations should be made 
uniform in thie particular to prevent the 
shifting of securities.” 


Codification of School Laws. 


Codification of school laws by an educa- 
tional commission is recommended, the com- 
mission to report to the next general assem- 


bly, the message saying in this connection: 
a The last school ceneus showed 1,143,107 


persons between the ages of 6 and 21 years ing 


our state. Of these 987,086, or 06.3 per cent- 
um, are enrolled tn our public schools. The 
administration of the schoo! affairs of nearly 
12,000 districts requires the voluntary serv- 
ices of 40,000 officials, who disburse $25,595, - 
178.00 annually, nearly $14,000,000 of which 
is paid to the teachers as wages. 

“The high schools of the state have in- 
creased from 3821 to 488 within the last six 
years; the annual enroliment from about 

.000 to 52,000. 

‘‘ Disregarding the large sums peid for the 
maintenance of the University of Hiinoisand 
the normal schools of the state, these figures 
are sufficient to show that the free school 
sygem of Illinois has become a pubilc inter- 
est of the first. financial magnitude. There 
is reason to believe that the public laws 
which regulate this vast expenditure have 
become so confused and irreconcilable one 
with another, and are in so many respects 
inadequate for modern requiremems, that 
‘their revision and codification would be 
highly advantageous to the proper conduct 
of our school system.” 


Wants Broader Primary Law. 


In making a recommendation for an exten- 
sion of the primary law the message says: 

‘The operation of the primary election law 
enacted at the special session of the last gen- 
eral assembly has.in the main. been. satie- 
factory. It ie a decided step in advance in 
primary reform. Under the operation there 
were no snap primaries or snap conventions, 
no unseating of delegates in convention, no 
double conventions. The electors voted quiet- 
ly and secretly at corivenient places, during 
convenient hours, and their votes were count- 
ed as cast. The law went into effect on July 
1, 1906, and petitions for the nomination of 
candidates were required to be filed by July 
5, 1906. This was too brief a time for the 
filing of petitions, to make the first trial of 
the law a fair test of its merits. It is the 
duty of the general assembly, however, to 
remedy at the present session such defects 
as the practical application of the law has 
thus far revealed. 

‘* The provision of the primary election law. 
should be extended to all cities. I recom- 
mend that a law be enacted with an emer- 
gency provision extending the primary law 
to cities im time to have it become effective 
at the approaching spring election. 

Attention is called to the importance to the 
city of @hicago of the charter legislation 
which will come before the legislature during 
the session, and careful consideration of the 
report of the charter convention {s com- 
manded, 


, Urges Watered Stock Ourb. 


Various laws enlarging the present au- 
thority and powers of the railroad and ware- 
house commission are urged. The governor 
continues: ‘‘ Some measure should be enact- 
ed by the legislature in reference to the prac- 
tice of tncreasing the capital stock and bond- 
ed and other indebtedness of railroads with- 
out regard to the actual value of the road. 
In a number of states lawe are in force pro- 
hibiting such increase of stock or indebted- 
ness until a proper showing hase been made 
to the railroad and warehouse commission 
of the necessity of such increase, and that 
it does not exceed the reasonable cost of the 
improvement for which it is issued. I be- 
lieve legislation along these lines would tend 
to prevent the watering of the stock of the 
railroad companies and abolish the inci- 
dental evils to investors and the general issue 
which grows out of such practices.”’ 

As to railroad passes, the governor says: 

“T have had occasion to express to the 
officials and employés of the various institu- 
tions my views in regard to the use of rafl- 
road passes. In my opinion, the use of such 
passes has grown to such proportions as to 
constitute a public evil. I recommend that 
a comprehensive law be enacted with a 
view to abolishing railroad passes, modeled 
after that enacted by congress at its last 
session. In my judgment, the people of IIli- 
nois will not be satisfied with any legislation 
less comprehensive.’’ 

Im concluding his message Gov. Deneen 
protested against the custom of the assembly 
of passing a large number of bills late In the 
session, saying the consideration of so many 
bills In so short a time was a severe tax on 
his physical strength. 


“CZAR” SHEA’S TALE AWAITED 
FROM WITNESS STAND TODAY 


Boss Teamster Undergoes ‘Coach- 
ing” and Says That He Is Anx- 
ious to Tell Story. 


If ‘* Czar" Shea's attorneys can come to 
an agreement among themselves, it is prob- 
able Shea will take the witness stand late 
today to tell his long awaited story about the 
teamsters’ strike. It is almost certain Shea 
will begin his testimony by tomorrow, the 
only obstacle to his immediate appearance 
as a witness being a difference of opinion 
among the lawyers as to whether he has been 
sufficiently ‘“‘ coached ” for the part.

RAILROAD “TRUSTS” FLAYED 
BY THE COMMISSION MEN. 


President Frank E. Wagner of Chicago 
Denounces Present Methods at Pitt8- 
burg Meeting. 
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Pittsburg, Pa., Jan. 9.—[{Special.—The rail- | 


road trusts were given a severe handling by 
the National League of Commission Mer- 
chants of the United States at their opening 
session here today. 

President Frank E . Wagner of Chicago 
roundly scored the railroads—the “‘bane of the 
commission merchant’s existence '—took a 


fling at the express companies who have their 


agents act as commission-men to take trade 
away from the legitimate trade in secrét, and 
expressed approval of the pure food ‘law, 
which he says has done so much for the con- 
sumer, shipper, and merchant. President 
Wagner, in his annual address, said: 

“We have witnessed the accumulation of 
vast fortunes and the combination of these 
tremendous intereste into truste that have 
threatened to overthrow our government. 
This onward march has been marked by the 
ruin of those aséerting the right of inde- 
pendent action, the annihilation of its com- 
petitors, and, it has been claimed, even by 
the debauching of our laws and the corrupt- 
ing of our legisiators.”’ 

E. 8. Davies, known as “ the genera! con- 
signee,’’ spoke on “‘ The Rate Bill as Applied 
to Express companiés,’’ and criticised the in- 
terstate commerce commission, saying its 
decision that express companies are not 
within its jurisdiction has built up many 
corporate fortunes. He held that the express 
companies ought not to be recognized by 
law, as the railroads are required by their 
charters to carry all freight, and have no 
right to relegate to other companies the 
transportation of fast freight, which is all 
the express business is. 


TWO PLATOON VOTE TAKEN; 
FIGURES SEEM TO FAVOR IT. 


Union Firemen Claim Victory, but Ad- 
vocates of Increased Pay Want Sig- 
' matures to Petition. 


A postal referendum vote showing a ma- 
jority for the two platoon system was an- 
nounced at a meeting of the City Firemen's 
union in the Masonic temple yesterday. Of 
the 1,012 baillote counted 774 were for the 
double platoon system and 220 against it.

Those who advocate an increase in pay in 
preference to an extension of the two platoon 
system do not accept this vote as conclusive 
and are circulating a petition to be signed by 
each Individual. O. J. Shevlin is at the head 
of the -iemparasnliong and is supported by Joe 
O'Malley, M. D. Mulley, P. J. Ryan, J. J. Mc- 
Laughlin, C. J. Powers, and P. J. Walsh. 

Up to last night five battalions had signified 
their preference for the higher Wage rate at 
the cost of abandoning the two platoon 
system.

Frequently during his address Mr. Ger- 
shuni was interrupted by expressions of 
regard and admiration: -Although billed to 
speak at 8 o'clock, it was after 9 when he 
appeared. The socialist band played the 
‘* Marsellaise’’ and the words were sung 
with fervor im all parts ofthe house. The 
Russian national hymn met the same re- 

e. 

“To you Americans and former country- 
men of mine I bring the greetings of the 
downtrodden millions in Ruseta,’’ said Dr. 
Gershuni. ‘‘ Our fight for freedom has just 
begun, yet we see the light of liberty break- 
ing. Czar Nicholas and his bureaucratic 
government are dead morally and the ¢ezar’s 
feet of clay are fast crumbling into dust. 


Must Have “Sinews’’ to Make War. 

‘‘In coming to thie country I speak for all 
the Russtans who love liberty, and I can tell 
' you there is no’ other way to better the con- 
ditions of the Russian Jews than to do away 
with the present government there. Tears 
will not avail. We must fight, and the time 
is now ripe for the revolution which will 
sweep Russia. But todo this we must have 
munitions of war. | : 

“The Russian government fears my pres- 
ence in this country. The Romanoffs dread 
to have the truth known, and even in this 


| audience there are spies of that clique which 


every lover of liberty should execrate and 
despise.

, TWnfortunately for the- -president's attitude 
in the matter he was so convinced of the ne- 
cessity of enforcing discipline that he added 
to the septence of di#missal.a declaration 
“that each of the men discharged ‘without 
honor” shouli-be ‘débarred from employ- 
ment in the civil service of the United States. 
They could not reénlist without an honore- 
ble discharge, but there was hothing to pre- 
‘vent their séeuring work in the civil service 
of the United States provided they afa not: 
leave the military service with dishonorable 


discharge. 

Many of the biggest lawyere in Washing- 
ton criticised the president severely for this 
addendum to his sentence of dismissal. They 
pointed out that under his authority ase com- 
mander-in-chief he could dismiss the men 
from the army and doit in such a way. that 
they could not reéniist, the whole transac- 
tion being in the interest of good diacipline 
and the successful management of troops. 
When it came to imposing an additional pen- 
alty. debarring the men fromthe. civil serv- 
ice of the United States, thie wes manifestly 
not only a civil act but was an infliction of 
a distinct: punishment by the president, the 
creation of a civil disability, and a depri- 
vation of the rights of citizenship. The great 
lawyers insisted that this was beyond; the 
constitutional power of the president. They 
told him that he could not deprive any Amer- 
ican citizen of his Civil rights, nor could 
that be done by anybody except throggh due 
procese of law and after a fair trial. The 
point was made that the president was an 
executive and not a judicial officer, that he 
could purge the military or civil service of 
unworthy servants, but that he could not 
punish. f 

Senator Foraker and other great lewyers 
took the ground.that in depriving the men 
of the three companies of the Twenty-fifth 
infantry of the right to enter the civil serv- 
ice the president in effect was inflicting «a 
punishment for one of two things, either for 
the actual crime of murder through partici- 
pating in the shooting up of the town, or 
elge for the arime of participation after the 
fact in refusing to make known the guilty 
persons. This latter offense is misprision of 
felony, and in either case the offense alleged. 
ig an infamous crime which may be. pun- 
ished by imprisonment in the penitentiary, 
those guilty of murder being even liable to 
execution. The lawyere held, therefore, that 
the president had aseumed to judge these 
men and to inflict a penalty upon them for 
an infamous offenee, the penalty being civil 
and taking the place of one which could be 
inflicted only by a court. 


Embarrasses Senator Lodge. 


Senator Lodge, the president's friend, made 
an extraofFdinary effort in the senate to bar 
out all constitutional questions. He insisted 
the senate had ‘a perfect right to inquire into 
the facts, but thdt it could not question the 
executive acts of the president except 
through an impeachment. Senator was 
roughly handled in the debate on this point 
and a resolution he had prepared, excluding 
the constitutional question entirely, was so 
unpopular in the senate that he was forced to 
withdraw it. Now the president has admitted 
that he made a mistake in this particular and 
he thus puts Senator Lodge in an embarras- 
sing position, because after the senator made 
a speech to show that the president had ample 
authority for everything he did, the presi- 
dent himself is about to admit openly that he 
did not have any such authority in one point 
on account of which he was most seriously 
criticised by the lawyers in the senate. 

President Roosevelt's action has been com- 
municated to a number of senators privately, 
and as a resujt the acrimony of the debate 
over the Brownsville incident has disap- 
peared. Even his opponents admit that it 
takes a brave man to acknowledge a wrong 
and they feel that the president has greatly 
strengthened his position in this metter, be- 
cause now he has eliminated the civil] punish- 
ment entirely and can rely solely upon his 
discretion as commander in chief of the army. 
That discretion ie necessarily and properly 
a wide one, and the articles of war give him 
authority to discharge soldiers without court 
martial and without even stating his reasons 
if he so chooses. 


Peace with the Senate. 


The senate committee will be authorized 
to take testimony for the purpose of establish- 
ing, if it can. be done, the guilt or innocence 
of the soldiers individually and collectively, 
but the senate inquiry can no longer be con- 
sidered as directed principally at the presi- 
dent. His admission to a mistake in regard to 
the deprivation of civil rights shows con- 
clusively that if the proper kind of evidence is 
developed by the senate committee to estab- 
lish the innocence of any or of all the soldiers 
he will be the first to restore their right of 
enlistment in the army and will coiperate 
with congress in making such other amends 
as may be necessary. 

If no further evidence is produced the mat- 
ter will stand as it isnow, and the president's 
position will be almost impregnable. Besides 
that he will have added to his popularity by 
his brave readiness to admit that he has ex- 
ceedeti his authority in an important part of 
a celebrated sentence.

President Roosevelt, who took the initia- 
tive in calling the conference, yielded the 
prerogative of fixing the date to the czar of 
Russia. The czar suggested a meeting late 
last ¢ummer. This interfered with the Pan- 
American conference at Rio de Janeiro, and 
in deference to the wish of the United States 
the czar announced that a later date would 
be fixed. 

Holland has intimated that it would be 
convenient to her if the conference would 
meet at The Hague in June, 1907. But the 
fixing of the date rests with the czar.

An@ the people do not like to read long 


written by a president. But there are @ 
number of important topics which the gov- 
ernor desired to call to the attention of the 
legislature, and to compress all he had to 
say regarding’ them into the compass of a 
short story would be dificult even for a 
master of the art of condensation The 
art of saying many things in few words is 
seldom cultivated by public men nowadays. 

Most of Gov. Deneen’s recommendations 
will be received with hearty popular ap- 
proval. The people, who are reasonably 
familiar with many of the evils which the 
governor wishes to remedy, will be disap- 
pointed if the genem!] assembly shall fail 
to codperate with him. When he says that 
the state should make a more rigid inspec- 
tion of institutione engaged in the bank- 
ing business he repeats a popular demand. 
The governor says that inepection should 
cover private as well as state banks. The 
question is whether the influence of the 
private banks will be as potent this year as 
it has been in other years, when it has de- 
feated salutary legislation. 

The governor recommends that increased 
powers be bestowed on the railroad and 
warehouse commission. He suggests that 
ro railroad be allowed to increase its capital 
stock or bonded or other indebtedness until 
it shall have satisfied the commission that 
the increase is proper. The governor is 
alive to the dangers of railroad over 
capitalization. He is desirous that the 
states should curb the evi) and thus make 
it unnecessary for congress to legislate on 
the subject. Whether his request for anti- 
pass legislation will be heeded by Jlegis- 
lators, most of whom traveled to Spring- 
field on passes, is open to doubt. 

Generous appropriations for various 
state institutions are urged. They should 
be made. The finances of the state, which 
were im bad shape ten years ago, are now 
in such a flourishing condition that liberal 
appropriations can be made without put- 
ting additiona) burdens upon the taxpayers, 
It is said that every insane asylum in the 
state is overcrowded. That calls for im- 
mediate legislative action. 

Gov. Deneen Was state’s attormey for 
many years. He hae practica) experience 
of the defects of the practice act. It is not 
surprising that he should appeal to the 
general assembly to remedy them... The 
life insurance exposures of the last two 
years explain the governor’s demand for 
additional legislation to safeguard the in- 
tereste of Illinois policy holders. He also 
recommends the amendment of the fire in- 
surance laws and aeks for legislation to 
strengthen those relating to pure food, 

It is to be hoped that the members of 
the legislature will study the governor's 
message carefully and will give the impor- 
tant subjects it treats of the deliberate 
consideration they deserve. The fruits of 
such consideration should be carefully ma- 
tured and flawless laws. 


NOTHING BUT POLITIOS. 

Mayor Dunne tried to thrust his refer- 
endum panacea down the throats of the 
aldermen and failed. He is now attempt- 
ing to bulldoze the people into signing ref- 
erendum petitions by threatening to veto 
any traction ordinance that has not been 
voted on at the April election. It remains 
to be seen how many will submit to his 
dictation. 

Anybody who pleases has a right to 
write a petition and put it in circulation, 
He can ‘canvass the city for signatures 
as long ae his strength holds out. If the 
mayor chooses he can drop everything else 
and go from house to house and office to 
office begging signatures to a referendum 
petition. Every man has a right to sign 
a petition, There are many who take 
pleasure in putting their names to all that 
are handed to them, no matter what may 
be asked for in them. The only wonder 
is that some of the brazen throated indi- 
yiduals who have been shrieking for a 
referendum have not already had petitions 
‘fn all the cigar stores and saloons of Chi- 
eago, and that the warlike Miss Haley 
and the other amazons of the Teachers’ 
federation have not been scurrying about 
after names. : 

The explanation is that the referendum 
agitation is a sham and a fraud. It is a 
play for time. It is an effort to keep the 
traction issue alive to serve the political 
ends of the chief referendumite, Mayor 
Dutine. It is an attempt to help him at 
the democratic primaries next month and 
at the polls two months later if he shall 
be nominated. The object is to hold him 
up to the public gaze as the only fearless 
and indomitable champion of the rights of 
the people and get for him, if possible, 
four years more of office, 

The mayor sweetly calls out to his “ fe)- 
low citizens, irrespective of party,” to put 
their names to a referendum petition. It 
would be pleasing to him if they were all 
to drop the matter of the reconstruction 
of the street car lings and devote them- 
selves to the rehabilitation of his political 
fortunes. Not many of the mayor's fel- 
low citizens are prepared to do that. 
They do not want more Dunne. They 
want more street cars. That wil] become 
apparent when: the mayor starts out to 
get names to his referendum petition. No 
intelligent “fellow citizen” will stgn it, 
for he knows that it is a cheap political 
trick. The sooner the petitions are put in 
circulation the sooner will it become ap- 
parent that only a few «politicians and 
cranks are behind them. 

The traction question is in the hands of 
the aldermen. It is their business, unter- 
rified by these unseemly and indecent 
threats of a veto, to go ahead and settle Ix 
as quickly and as completely ag lies in 
their power. It is their business to serve 
‘the people, not to play politics to help out 
Mayor Dunne.

The delegate from the Teachers’ feder- 
ation attends the meetings of the federa- 
tion of labor, and, so far as possible, the 
Teachers’ federation is, by its own desire, 
“ identified with the federation of labor.” 
The reason why it is not as much a part 
of the larger federation as any other 
trade union is because the federation of 
labor has refused to admit it fully on the 
ground that it is a local union and not a 
branch of a national or international or 
ganization. | 

It ie incorrect to: say that Supt. Cooley 
“has undertaken to introduce examina- 
tions after seven years’ service to test the 
teacher’s right to increase of salary.” The 
eystem was introduced several years ago, 
and because of its euccess has been copied 
in the, public schools of many other cities. 
The alternative which has now been in- 
troduced is to increase salary automatic- 
ally by years of service without regard to 
growth in value to the schools. This is 
the new thing, and not the other. 

The statement that under Mayor Dunne 
“men and women of exceptionally high 
purpose and ability have been put upon 
the school board” is eo worded as to con- 
vey the impression that all Mayor 
Dunne’s appointees have been of that 
class. The truth is that while some such 
men and women have beem appointed the 
majority of Mayor Dunne’s echool board 
may be said to represent the lowest depth 
of inefficiency, partisanship, and general 
unfitness for such an office that has ever 
been reached in Chicago. 

With these exceptions the editorial in 
Collier’s is to be commended. The theo- 
retical part of it is exactly In line. with 
Supt. Cooley’s work, although the writer 
is unaware of that fact, having through 
misinformation missed the point at issue. 
“ No teacher should abandon general read- 
ing and some study that is not part of her 
routine. There is no greater help to 
breadth and freshness in the classroom 
than independent thought outside.” These 
words are worth consideration by those 
teachers who think that their days of 
study are over when they are appointed 
to what they consider life positions. 


TICKET SPECULATING EVILS. 
Exactly what the council judiciary com- 
mittee expects to accomplish by thé ticket 
epeculating ordinance ise not altogether 
clear. Undoubtedly there are abuses in 


which should be corrected, but that they 
will be overcome by the ordinance pro- 
posed is a matter of considerable doubt. 
The ordinance in question reads that no 
tickets, save for entertainments with a 
charitable or benevolent purpose, shall be 
sold outside of the box office of the place 
of amusement. This is an assumption of 
power which theater managers may be 
justly inclined to dispute as unwarranted 
interference with netura!l privileges. 

Oonsidering only the convenience of pa- 
trons of the theaters, it is probable that 
such an ordinance will not be regarded 
wholly to the advantage of the public. 
The sale of tickets at the various hotels, 
even at an increased cost, is often a sar- 
ing of time and trouble to citizens as well 
as to strangers unacquainted with the lo- 
cation of theaters or too busy to take the 
time to go to the box office. Certain of the 
large department stores also keep tickets 
for the leading places of amusement 
which they dispose of to their customers 
at the regular box office rates. Under the 
provisions of the ordinance all these con- 
veniences would be dispensed with and a 
considerable element of the theater going 
public put to trouble and annoyance. 

That there have been abuses in the sale 
of tickets outside the box office it is use- 
less to deny. The curbstone ticket seller 
was an imposition on the public that has 
been done ‘away with to. a large extent. 
In a majority of cases theater managers 
joined with the public in suppressing this 
nuisance. And as it is true that a major- 
ity of theater patrons buy their tickets at 
the box office, so it is important that the 
large proportion of tickete—good seats as 
well as poor seats—should be held there 
and not immediately sent to hotels and 
other places. It is important, also, that 
every underhanded arrangement by which 
blocks of tickets are disposed of at prices 
in excess of the regular rates, a portion of 
the overcharge going to a theater, be 
stopped so far as it is in the power of the 
authorities to accomplish it. 

That an ordinance which proposes to 
correct acknowledged evils by imposing 
inconveniences and annoyances is a wise 
or profitable ordinance is much to be 
doubted. And that the public is more dis- 
posed to bear patiently the {lls it has than 
to fly to others it has not known is alto- 
gether probable. In al] likelihood 
much can be accomplished by public opin- 
ion working om the managerial sense of 
justice and propriety as by an ordinance 
which goes beyond reasonable limits. 
Legislation is often an important and nec- 
essary procedure, but Artemus Ward was 
not wholly wrong when he declared that 
“we air governd too mutch.”

No crowned head can boast of a more busy

dolph, staid with her at Sinaia, the mountain 
palace of the Roumanian king and queen, 
which, perched picturesquely some 4,000 feet 
above the level of the sea, can boast of being 
the loftiest royal abode in 
Queen “Carmen Sylva” not only insists 
that the empress wrote as much as herself, 
committing all her thoughts, her joys, and 
her sorrows to paper, but claims that Eliza- 
beth kept the mogt comprehensive diaries. 
The empress, it seems, ormed the queen 
the comfort which it was to her to be able 
to confide to her diaries her innermost 
thoughts and real sentiments, which other- 
wise she would have been o to keep 
locked up im her breast. The umanian 
queen asserts that the empress especially 
stipulated in her will that fifty years should 
elapse after her death before her diaries 
and her writings were unsealed or perused, 
but adds that if ever after the lapse of that 
time any portion of them is given out for 
publication people will be amazed at the 
beauty of her style, the depth of thought 
which it displays, the love of nature, the ab- 
horrence of all sham ané hypocrisy, and the 
keen, sagacious, and penetrating judgment 
of co people and events. Queen 
Carmen’ Sylva thus confirms the statement 
made shortly after the death of the empress 
concerning her diaries and writings in the 
most faithful portrait furnished of her 
namely: the book entitled “ The Martyrdom 
of an Empress.”

Emperor Nicholas has just promoted M. 
Stolypin, hig premier, and M. Isvolski, his 
minister of foreign affairs, to the rank of 
marshal of the court. While this does not 
entail any additional duties and ig more or 
less of an honorary distinction, yet it adds 
to their status in the imperial entourage and 
places them in closer touch than heretofore 
with the emperor and empress. Until now 
they have been merely chamberlains, where- 
as now they are elevated to the highest dig- 
nities of the court, and are henceforth 
included among what are known as the 
“ grandes charges de la cour.” Inasmuch 
as both of these statesmen are the mainstays 
of liberalism in the cabinet the fact that they 
should have been thus singled out by the em- 
peror from among their colleagues for this 
unprecedented mark of favor may be re- 
garded as an indication that Nicholas ad- 
heres to his liberalist projects, in spite of afl 
the statements to the contrary contained in 
cable dispatches from Berlin and Vienna. 

To people in America the notion that a 
prime minister can gain anything in rank 
by being advanced from the office of cham- 
berlain to that of a marshal of the court 
seems preposterous, Yet on the continent 
of Europe mere miembership of the cabinet 
does not necessarily carry with it admis- 
sion to the entourage of the sovereign. At 
Vienna, at Berlin, at Madrid, as at St. Peters- 
burg, there art ministers of the crown who 
rarely see the sovereign, except on the most 
formal occasions or when called upon to 
make a special report. They cannot be said 
to enjoy either his friendship or his con- 
fidence, barely, indeed, his acquaintance. 
Count Witte is a casein point. By appoint- 
ing Isvoleki and Stolypin to be ‘“‘ marecheaux 
de la cour " Bmperor Nicholaghas intimated 
to his people and the world at large that 
he looks upon these two statesmen as some- 
thing more than mere ministers and as mem- 
bers of his own immediate and intimate 
circle, 

> 

Two months before Bernhardt Dernburg 
was so guddenly and unexpectedly invited 
by Emperor William to assume charge of 
the colonial department and to entirely re- 
organize its administration on a business 
basis some of his friends had put forward an 
application to have one of the lowest grades 
of the least important of all Prussian orders 
of knighthood conferred upon him. The ap- 
plication never reached the kaiser, but was 
turned down by the chief of bureau of the 
de ment of the interior, through whom 
it had to be made, on the ground that, in his 
opinion, Dernburg, who is not yet 40, was 
not a man of sufficient importance, and, more- 
over, that his businese methods were alto- 
gether “too American ” to commend them- 
selves to German ideas. Today Dernburg 
is undoubtedly the most conspicuous and in- 
teresting figure of the empire. His name is 
on every one’s lips. To him even more than 
to Prince Billow is ascribed the emancipa- 
tion of the government from the thraldom 
of the center party in the reichstag, which 
renders him extremely popular, and he ap- 
peals to public imagination in Germany much 
in the same manner as Gid Joseph Chamber-~- 
lain when he assumed charge of the colonial 
departmemt of the British empire. In fact, 
many people in Germany are describing 
Dernburg as the Teuton Chamberlain.
